Feb. 23.—II is evident that at last the 
tidu of winter travel from the United 
States ij leaving southern Europe and 
setting toward the Indies of our own 
magnificent western continent. At the 
sudden outbreak of the war with Spain 
one of the leading magazines of Amer- 
ica wanted an illustrated article on 
Porto Rico and wanted it (juick. The 
magazine editor searched nraoug news- 
paper and magazine writers for weeks 
and finally found just one literary man 
who had been in Porto liico and could 
write intelligently of it: One man iii a 
country of 70.000.000 people wliofciad 
made the tour of one of the most fa- 
mous and fertile islands in the world!

QUAINT LONDON LEGACIES. 


Some of Them Show the Old Time 


Estimate of Sermons. 


Some curious glimpses into tbe life 


of old London are afforded by the re- 
ports made in' the cbarity commission 
on the endowed charities in the county 
of London. For iustancc, in the t re- 
ports dealing with the city parishes 
we have an estimate of the value set 
on sermons by city men in olden times. 
That estimate varied from 5 shillings 
to £1 10s. One Thomas Bright bad 


• left a bequest for a sermon to be preach- 
ed on the 5th of November every time 
it fell on a Sunday, the minister to get 
13s. 4d., the clerk 3s. 4d. aud the sexton 
Is. 4d. But David Gittin had a more 
modest idea of the value of a sermon 
in the same parish. lie required two 
sermons for 10 shillings, one to be 
preached on the second Sunday in Ad- 
vent and the other on the seccud Sun- 
day in Lent. The reader got 'J shil- 
lings, the churchwarden Us. Sd. aud 
the poor sexton fourpence for each oc- 
casion. John Ireland thought. 13s. 4d. 
enough for-two sermons. 


la 1GCO Johii Wina left a curious be- 


quest to the parish of St. Beimet, Paul's 
AVbarf. A pound was set apart for au 
annual sermon, the text to be taken 
from the fifth chapter of St. John and 
the twenty-seventh verso. He aho Jeft 
enough to buy twelve penny loaves for 
twelve poor people'of the parish who 
attended a seraiou every Friday in tho 
parish church. But Jic expected more 
for bis pound than tne annual sermon, 
for before or after the sermon the min- 
ister had to spend an hour examining 
or instructing the poor people in the 
Christian doctrine. 


Tbe most generous donor of the 


preacher was James Wood, who thought 
a sermon iu St. Nicuolas-Coic-Abbey 
was worth, £130s. every alternate year. 
In lG2o he bequeathed to the Company 
of Bowycrs a sum to enable them, 
among otlier thins*, to repair to l'ue 
parish church uaincd. after they bad 
sworn in their wardens and master ev- 
ery second yoar. thpro lo hear a ser- 
mon and pay the parson £1 J»«. and 
the clerk and sexton 1«. 5d. facJi. In 
tbe parish >of SI. Michael Bassfclia'ar 
one Edward HcyJjii in the cJKh;«;i)l!i 
century left uioucy tbe inlfrest 011 
tvhicli was to be applied to purchasing 
two sixpenny Ioa><\« eacli Sunday for 
two jx»or men or women who «.liou2<l at- 
tend divine service.—London News.
